Utah's Athletic Chief 


As one of the most versatile coaches the Skyline has 
known, Jack Curtice is famous for many things, but рег- 
haps best known for long passes, tall tales and winning 
football. 


In the three years since Jack took over as athletic 
director and head football coach at the University of 
Utah, he has shown the Skyline conference a wide-open 
style of football, his team having led the conference all 
three years in total offense. This has pleased the specta- 
tors, and has won two Skyline championships for the 


Utes. 


As an after-dinner speaker, the ebullient Mr. Curtice 
has demonstrated sheer genius. He’s ready to speak at 
the drop of a butter knife; in fact, spoke at 200 places 
last year. He always manages to charm audiences with 
his repertoire of anecdotes, all of which he swears are 
true, and some of which actually are.» 


Last year he added prognostication to his list of talents 
by predicting that second straight Utah grid title, a repu- 
tation he has hazarded this year by predicting an improved 
team over last season. 


Jack was an all-conference player in both football and 
basketball at Transylvania College of Lexington, Kentucky, 
before his graduation in 1930. He held the national passing

record in football for years, having thrown 23 TD passes 
in 1928. He received the trophy as outstanding basket- 
ball player in the Southern Intercollege conference and 
for three years was high scorer in that league, averaging 
17 points a game. 

As a naval officer in World War II, Curtice coached 
a Naval Air Station basketball team that generally was 
recognized as the best in the nation in 1944 and 1945. 
He is now a commander in the naval reserve. 


Born in Glascow, Kentucky, May 24, 1907, Curtice 
went to high school in Louisville, Kentucky, and was 
placed on the mythical national championship high 
school football team. 

He entered the college coaching ranks in 1938 as head 
coach at West Texas State College, Amarillo, Tex. In 
four seasons there he won two conference titles, moving 
on to Texas Western at El Paso in January, 1942. He 
was called to naval service before the start of the 1942 
season, but returned in 1945 to coach some great teams, 


including the 1948 and 1949 Sun Bowl squads, 


4 Curtice’s 1948 and 1949 teams led the nation in -total 
offense. For the past three seasons quarterbacks on Cur- 
tice teams have been among the nation's leaders іп per- 
centage of passes completed.” 

New honors came to Coach Curtice this past year 
when he was appointed to the national football rules 
committee 

Jack has a master's degree and has credits at Columbia 
University toward a doctor's degree” A devoted family 
man, he has three children, Gerry Ann, 17, Jack, 12, and

Assistant Coaches 


KARL SCHLECKMAN ... taught 
a lot of football to opposing linemen 
in 1935-36-37, when he was bone- 
crushing tackle of the 60-minute var- 
iety for the Utah eleven. He now 
uses more subtle tactics to impart 
the same kind of knowledge to Ute 
linemen. “Punjab” was captain of 
both the football and wrestling 
squads in 1937, went undefeated in 
wrestling three years, and still can 
pin the best heavyweights around. 
Since graduation he has served continuously as assistant 
football coach and Р. E. staff member at the U., except 
during service as a naval officer in World War II. 


PETE CARLSTON . .. was a 
great Utah end in the early 1930's 
and coaches the flankers. After grad- 
uation he coached at Park City: 
Mesa College, Grand Junction, Сојо, 
and Westminster College. He served 
under Jack Curtice during his stint 
as a naval officer in World War II. 
Pete has handled all manner of 
coaching assignments since coming 
to Utah in 1946. He coached the 
frosh football squad and is still the 
team’s leading talent scout. He also handles the varsity 
swimming team and in past seasons has assisted with 
track and coached the baseball squad, 


PRES SUMMERHAYS . . . is 
another all-time Utah football great, 
having played as a triple-threat back 
in 1928 and 1929 on two of the 
Utah teams that enjoyed undefeated 
and untied seasons. New to the Ute 
staff last season, he quickly won 
wide admiration for his handling of 
the frosh grid squad. He also 
coached the Redskin baseball squad, 
which won the conference cham- 
pionship. Pres’ Carbon high school 
teams won state football championships in 1938 and 1951. 
He served in the armed forces from 1941 to 1946. 
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SHERMAN R. (PETE) COUCH 
. . . has been on the Utah coach- 
ing staff since 1930, and besides as- 
sisting with football has been as- 
sistant basketball coach. He has 
coached wrestling and tennis and 
currently is head coach of a track 
squad that perennially is division 
or conference champion. He gradu- 
ated from the University of Utah 
in 1929 after playing halfback on 
the great U teams of that era. 


The Ute Staff 


James К. (Bud) Jack is the personable, astute young 
business manager of Utah intercollegiate athletics. He 
served as a naval officer in World War II, then returned 
to his job as assistant to the graduate manager of stu- 
dent activities and ticket manager. Two years ago, while 
retaining his stewardship of the pasteboards, he became 
business assistant to the athletic director. 


Einar Nielsen probably holds some kind of record for 
continuous service as an athletic trainer. He’s the first 
and only trainer of Utah athletic teams, having taken a 
lifetime option on the job of 1914. “Doc” has served 
under four of the seven men who have coached Utah 
football, and has been counselor to two generations of 
athletes. 


Lynn Bywater is finishing his second decade as equipment 
manager for U. athletics. He knows the shoe size of every 
kid who’s aspired to be a football player in all those 
years, and as keeper of the keys has been a firm but 
softspoken and mighty helpful member of the athletic 
staff. 


Parry D. Sorensen is director of public relations, and 
as such dispenses information on Utah athletic teams. He 
has charge of the press box and of press tickets to Red- 
skin athletic events. Parry is a former newspaperman, 
having worked for the Salt Lake City Deseret News, the 
Washington Post and the Los Angeles Examiner. He 
served four years as a special agent for the FBI during 
the war. His assistant is Ed Bliss, and sports assistant 
and statistician is Harry James.

The Outlook for 1953 


Clairvoyant Coach Curtice before last season predicted 
a second straight Skyline conference championship for 
his Utes, who then proceeded to ring up five straight wins 
in the league. 


This summer Curtice predicted a third straight title! 
“His 1953 Utes, however, will have to play great ball to 
turn the trick, since the opposition--which includes power- 
houses Colorado and Washington--looks as tough as any 
Cactus Jack has faced in his three previous years with 
the Redskins. 


Utah's backfield looks exceptionally strong this year, 
and the ends are promising. Both the backs and ends are 
adapting well to the single platoon system. The team will 
be faster than any in the past three years but will be 
smaller than usual. 


Curtice thus feels that the team will have to play 
an even more wide-open brand of ball--which is saying 
a good deal in view of the offensive tricks for which the 
Utes have been noted of recent years. 


Key to the success of the squad in 1953 will be the 
line. If the linemen sustain few injuries this season the 
team should be up at least to the par of the past two 
years. 


The Utes lost 17 lettermen and have 21 returning. 
Among those returning are two senior quarterbacks, Don 
Rydalch and Carter Cowley. Both are fine passers, 
Rydalch having led the conference in passing last season. 


Newcomers to watch will be Lynn Simons, tackle, Lou 
Mele, a powerhouse fullback, and Herb Nakken, who will 
be the heaviest man in the backfield. Veterans who should 
make good showings this year include Don Petersen, 
Frank Branham, Jack Cross and Lynn Spindler in the. 
backfield, and Dick Bubak, Don Jensen, Don Hender- 
son, “Tiny” Grant, Jim Durrant, Spike Conley, Hal 
Bourne and the Simmons twins on the line.

With pardonable pride, Utahns regard the 120- 
piece U. of U. band as the best to emerge in the 
Rocky Mountains. Taking over in 1948, Band Direc- 
tor Ronald D. Gregory brought rich imagination and 
know-how to the organization.
